Terminal Leave 
Pay Must Be 
Cut, Is ‘Word’

WASHINGTON.—tThe 
Army is going to crack down 
on terminal leave payments 
under which officers and en- 
listed men now can draw cash 
for as much as 60 days ac- 
crued leave upon separation. 
Hardest hit, it was reported, will 
be senior enlisted men who regard 
saving up terminal leave pay—in 
many cases $750 or more—as an 
extra “re-enlistment bonus.” 
Disclosure that Army officials 
are going to attempt to make per- 
sonnel use up their leave as it 
acerues instead of saving it ‘up for 
cash upon separation was made in 
the official Army “Personnel News- 
letter.” 

In it, Maj. Gen. R. W. Porter, 
Jr., director of Military Personnel 
Management, was quoted as saying 
that “from 1955 through 1959, the 
Army will spend about $300 million 
in terminal leave payments, money 
badly needed for other highly de 
sirable programs.” 

The publication continued:

WASHINGTON—The Comptrol- 
ler General has come up with a 
décision on dependent transporta- 
tion, which may practically elimi- 
nate reenlistments at overseas 
bases, by men in certain grades. 
The Comptroller said there must 
be a permanent change of station 
for the man to be eligible for de- 
pendent transportation at govern- 
ment expense. The decision (B- 
137674) came in answer to a ques- 
tion posed by the Secretary of the 
Army which set up this situation: 
A gerviceman is sent overseas in 
a grade (E-4 or below with less 
than four years’ service) which 
does not allow him’ to transport 
his dependents and- household 
goods at government expense.

They disregarded personal safety 
and despite lack of navigational 
aids, dangerously low visibility, 
high winds and blinding white-outs, 
they found the wreckage of the 
downed H-21.. After landing~ and 
finding that all five persons aboard 
had perished, they returned and 
led a ground fescue party to the 
scene of the crash,

DURING THE flight the pilots 
were guided over 400 miles of ice 
cap by a trail marked only by bam- 
boo poles. On seven occasions they 
were forced to make emergency 
landings because of sudden white- 
outs.

Trailer Pay... 


The trailer allowance bill may not be the 
most important of those we listed in this 
space two weeks ago as needing passage by 
Congress, but the inequity of the present law 
makes correction a matter of urgency. 

The service trailer owner takes a financial 
beating when he changes station. This would 
be understandable if it was a case of the 
government’s saying, “We're not going to 
pay more to move you than the non-trailer 
owner; if you want a trailer, pay the dif- 
ference.” On the contrary, the government 
saves money, lots of it, on the trailerite. 

When the occupant of government or 
private housing changes station, his service 
crates his belongings, ships them free (up 
to certain weight limits), and delivers them, 
In addition, it pays a dislocation allowance. 

But the trailer owner makes his own ar- 
rangements. He lines up a hauler to move 
‘the trailer with enclosed furniture. He pays 
cash on delivery—40 cents a mile or more, 

lus special fees and turnpike tolls. Finally, 
he is reimbursed at a flat 20 cents a mile. 
There is no dislocation allowance. 

The trailerite loses in another way if his 
assignment is overseas, for the government 
will not ship his trailer. This leaves him the 
option of selling his vehicle, usually at a loss, 
or of paying to store it. In this case his situa- 
tion differs little from that of the owner of 
private housing; he, too, must sell or rent. 
But movements of trailers throughout the 
U.S. should be compensated so as to leave 
the trailer owner as clear financially as the 
family which moves from house to house 
upon transfer. 

Moreover, the trailerite should not have 
to advance cash to the hauler, pending re- 
imbursement. Either the cash should be 
made available before the bill is due or, bet- 
ter, the law should provide for the hauler’s 
bill to go to the government for payment. 
This is the way movers of household goods 
are paid. 

The present situation is so unfair that 
its correction shtuld be a matter of high 
priority in this session of Congress, 


... And Nurses 


Another measure pending before Con- 
gress which merits early action is a legis- 
lative proposal (No. 85-127) by the Defense 
Department which would permit nurses and 
certain others in the Medical Department 
to count, for Title III retirement purposes, 
all time served before 10 July 1944. Because 
nurses and others were not given commis- 
sioned status before that date, there is no 
provision of law allowing them to count 
prior time for retirement. As a result, many 
of them discharge or transfer to the inactive 
Reserve as their records show that they 
cannot complete 20 years service by age 60. 

This has worked—and continues to work 
x-hardship in innumerable cases where 
people find themselves, at age 55 or there- 
abouts and after 15 or so years of loyal 
service, discarded wit® no retirement pay 
and no benefits to sustain them. In many in- 
stances hazardous service in North Africa, 
Italy, France and elsewhere f8 simply ignored. 

The Defense Department and Congress 
are both aware that this inequity exists, and 
they intend to remedy it. Senate Bill 4199 
and HR 10171 are both pending in Congress. 
The Army is working on an interim measure 
which, if approved, would permit these people 
to be retained on duty (at the pleasure of 
the Secretary) until Congress acts. 

But time is passing and, in the meantime; 
many deserving people are being forced out 
of service under what seem to us unfair 
conditions,

No License Allowed ©

This is directed toward two articles appearing in the 31 December 
issue of Army Times. The first is the article on mobility by G. F. Eliot; 


the_ second, the front-page story by 


Mr. Eliot covers the question of mo- 
bility very thoroughly, in such lim- 
ited space. However, in his last para- 
graph I am of the opinion that he needed 
a little more space to expand on a pretty 
flat statement. I quote: “If it can’t 
move, or if it must be fired from a base 
that can’t move, we must question its value 
to us.” 

One aspect of the “question” is 
often overlooked. Range, coupled with 
accuracy, speed of operation, and com- 
munications, can provide maximum mo- 
bility in the delivery of firepower in sup- 
port of the ground forces. This was one 
point in favor of not limiting the Army’s 
SSM range in deference to Air Force de- 
sires. 


The man in the front line is inter- 
ested in the payload, not the delivery 
means. As the range of a missile in- 
creases in capability, the mobility of the 
delivery means as a system decreases, 
but the mobility of its. payload increases. 

The point is reached with the ICBM, 
at which the total system is practically 
static. However, the problem of hiding, 
protecting, and supplying the system on 
our own soil can be solved. The mobility 
of the payload, or warhead, is not im- 
paired, but increased, because the range 
permits firing on any target from one 
position. 

This is certainly a greater degree of 
mobility than that found in lesser weap- 
ons systems whose total mobility is a 
combination of range and movement of 
launching site or platform. The two main 
problems are communications for control, 
and accuracy. 

Mr. Bourjaily’s article is head- 
lined with an extremely misleading state- 
ment: “Cavalry Regiment Thing of Past.”

The reason the statement is misleading 
is that armored cavalry, stepchild of 
armor, is the most misunderstood and 
misused element of the ground arm. 

In concepts of organization and opera- 
tion, the armored cavalry regiment has 
been and is the only force in being which 
most nearly approaches the ultimate for 
War III, nuclear or non-nuclear, It oper- 
ates over wide areas, possesses mobility 
and communications which permit it to 
mass or disperse rapidly, has a high fire- 
power-to-manpower ratio, and is organized 
into integrated teams of combined arms 
accustomed to operate independently on 
mission type orders. 

It matters little whether you call it 
a regiment with internal battalions or a 
group with self-sufficient squadrons. The 
concepts are still there, and so are the 
capabilities. 

« * “ 

THE ARMOR DIVISION is still trying 
to pull itself loose from its oversized logis- 
tical tail. ‘The Infantry division is still 
short on the funds necessary to make it 
completely mobile, and is still enmeshed 
in the difficult task of reorienting its 
thinking along armor concepts of mobility 
and task organization. The airborne peo- 
ple, dependent on a sister service for 
transportation, really have very little clue 
as to ‘the meaning of mobility on the 
ground. 

Hence, it looks as though armor caval- 
ry, with the added capabilities that Army 
aviation give it, will be the only truly 
modern ground force for some time to 
come. Call it what you will, regiment or 
group, but not a “thing of the past.”

A bill (HR 3512) was introduced 
to the 85th Congress, House’ of 
Representatives, by Mr. Wilson of 
California. “To provide that in 
determining the amount of retired 
pay, retirement pay, or retainér 
pay would have been counted for 
the same purposes if he were a com- 
missioned officer.” 

This bill was referred to the 
C»mmittee on Armed Services 23 
Jan. 1957, where it apparently died. 

It is a good bill and should be 
introduced again. There are sev- 
eral thousand who would be af- 
fected and would qualify. I am sure 
the great percentage of these men 
would take- advantage of the bill 
NOW. This would tend to reduce 
the services by a small percentage 
but a reduction of any kind seems 
to be in order. 

So, as I see it, there not only is 
an inequity but a chance for the 
services to benefit also by a request 
for retirement from those qualified. 

It is my hope that someone will 
get to the right people and get the 
bill through this season.

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Regulars May 
Shift Services 


WASHINGTON. — Rules for the inter-service transfer 
for Regular officers in all branches of the armed forces were 
set down in a Department of Defense directive (1300.4) this 
week, and such transfers between services were not restricted 





to the technical services. 

The directive did not cover the 
medical services or Reserve of- 
ficers since their inter-service trans- 
fers are governed by other already 
existing regulations. 

No. 1300.4, covering regular of- 
ficers, said: : 

“It is the policy of the Depart- 
ment of Defense that an officer of 
any military service who is especial- 
ly qualified to contribute to the 
success of an activity of another 
service will be given an opportunity 
to do so without interruption of 
his service career, by being trans- 
ferred from one service and ap- 
pointed in another.” 

» - * 

THE DIRECTIVE stipulated: 

“No officer will be so transfer- 
red witheut his consent, nor will 
an Officer transferred from one 
service be appointed in another 
service with a higher rank or 
precedence than that he held on 
the date prior to his transfer.” 

The latter clause obviously was 
drawn up to prevent any possibility 
of inter-service “raiding” of of- 
ficer personnel. 

TRANSFERS also would have 
to be effected “within authorized 


strength limitations.” The direc 
tive continued: 
“While intended for use pri 


marily in the technical fields to 
permit the full utilization of spe- 
cialists, this authority to transfer 
between services is NOT restricted 
to technical specialists.” 

Requests for transfers: can be 
initiated by agencies within the 
services or by the officers them- 
selves. If made -by the officer, the 
request will be routed through 
regular channels. 

If initiated by an agency or 
branch, the requests, according to 
the directive, must be accompanied 
by a statement that the officer con 
eerned had consented to the move

Army officials say that leave was 
intended for the recreation, health 
and morale of personnel and not 
meant to be a money gimmick. 
Costs to meet terminal leave are 
small in the case of officers, it was 
reported, but have been soaring in 
the cases of senior enlisted men. 
For instance, an E-7 with over 
12 years service and serving a three 
year hitch would, like all officers 
and enlisted men, be entitled to 30 
days of leave a year or a total of 
90 days for the “hitch.” 

He ean save up 60 days, take 30 
days leave and all the three-day 
passes he can get, and he entitled 
te get cash upon separation for 
the leave saved. He would be draw- 
ing a base pay of $300 a month. He 
would get $600 for the 60 days 
leave, plus $1.95 a day for rations, 
and also advance travel allowances 
to his home of record. 

If the man was discharged in 
New Jersey and his home of 
reeord was in Cdaliforpia he would 
receive advance travel allowance 
of five cents a mile for the dis- 
tance. And in this case the E-7 
would have drawn out more than 
$750 extra and also be entitled te 
a bonus for reenlistment. . 

The top reenlistment bonus an 
E-7 could draw for a six-year re-up 
is $1,416. 

For the first re-enlistment a man 
can get one month's basic pay for 
each year he signs up for; for the 
second re-enlistment rds of a 
basie. month pay for each year; and 
10 days basie pay for each year 
for a third reenlistment. 

However, an EM cannot draw 
more than $2000 extra reenlist- 
ment pay in 20 years.

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Troops Haul Away Topsoil, 



































Uncover VI Century Abbey 


POITIERS, France—Tons of bad- 


ly needed topsoil being delivered | rui 


to an American dependent school 
area owes its origin to a VI cen- 
tury French Abbey in Poitiers. 
At nearby Camp de Chalons, 
where the school is located with 
its playground and other recrea- 
tional facilities, lack of topsoil has 
been a problem confronting the 
Army’s Base Section officials. 


In -adjacent Poitiers, excava- 
tion of the ancient Abbey of the 
Holy Cross, buried for two cen- 
turies, long has been a desire 
of civic leaders wishing to search 
its historic secrets. 


For the ancient Abbey was 
founded by Radegonde, Queen of 
Franee, in the sixth century—the 
first Abbey created for nuns in 
Western Europe. Radegonde, later 
St. Radegonde, was the wife of 
Clotaire, one of the four’ sons of 
Clovis, early conqueror of France. 

* a * 

DURING centuries and intermit- 
tent wars the Abbey was damaged 
and rebuilt, only to meet destruc- 
tion in the French Revolution. It 
was closed in 1792. 

With their Abbey completely de- 
stroyed, the nuns gathered again 
in another building not too distant, 
bringing with them, it is said, a 
true relic of the Holy Cross. It is 
here in 1952 that Cardinal Roncalli, 
then Papal Nuncio in Paris, now 
Pope John XXIII, presided over 
ceremonies at the fourteen hun- 
dredth anniversary of the Holy 
Cross Abbey in Poitiers. 

A few months 4go, Poitiers es- 
tablished a research committee un- 
der the direction of Mr. Parenteau 
de Noel to see what could be done 
about excavating the Abbey. 

It didn’t take long for the com- 
mittee to contact the Army and 
seek heavy equipment. And _ it 
didn’t take long to reach an agree- 
ment which proved mutually prof- 
itable. 

In less than a month, a small 
group of men from C Co., 83d 
Engr. Bn., and felated units, 
moved in with bulldozers and 
trucks, and hauled away 2000 
cubic yards of needed topsoil. 

The outline of the Abbey walls 
have begun to show, with huge 
Army machines biting chunks of

Every time a satellite goes up— 
either American or Russian — the 
STP is on top of it, watching, photo- 
graphing, recording, analyzing, com- 
puting, interpreting. 

“We can be first on the moon— 
and first in anything else—if we 
want to,” Dr. J. Allen Hynek, direc- 
tor of the program, says flatly. “It’s 
as simple as that.” 

Dr. Hynek, as director of the 100- 
plus personnel of the satellite track- 
ing program, is one of the top 
names connected with the nation’s 
space efforts,

- “THE SCHEDULE for space ex-

We've got lots of 
them left — first to. land on the 
moon, first to get a man into space, 
first to Venus, first to Mars...” 

The, satellite trackers, who are 
co-located with the Smithsonian 
Astrophysical Observatory, are able 
to pinpoint each satellite’s position 
in the sky at a certain time. By so 
doing, they can make orbit calcula- 
tions and from these calculations 
predict future orbits. 


These studies will be valuable 
when the first man goes into space 
and are the fore-runners of what 
will undoubtedly become a science 
of astronavigation. 

The orbit ‘studies also tell more 
about space itself. The stresses of 
gravity on a space vehicle, the ef- 
fects of radiation, where that radia- 
tion is located—all these are de- 
termined by STP, working in con- 
junction with America’s other

VETERAN PROGRAM 





$5.1 Billion Would 
Pay VA Upkeep 


WASHINGTON — President 
Eisenhower this week called for a 
Modification of certain veterans’ 
benefits in asking Congress for 
nearly $5.1 billion to run the Vet- 
erans Administration during fiscal 
year 1960. 

The Chief Executive said in his 
budget message that the cost of 
paying pensions to ex-GlIs with non- 
service-connected ailments was al- 
ready too high and “will continue 
to increase as our veterans ad- 
vance in age.” 

Mr. Eisenhower said “we must 
continue veterans’ pensions and 
increase pension rates for those 
who are without other resources, 
particularly if they have families.” 
He also told Congress that legisla- 
tion will be introduced at a near 
future date asking for a revision 
of the pension laws so that only 
the “needy” will benefit. 

The President said he would 
back increases in compensation for 
those seriously disabled veterans 
“whose activities are greatly re- 
stricted.” In addition, he said, we 
should improve rehabilitation serv- 
ices. “for those few peacetime ex- 


servicemen with substantial serv- 
ice-connected disabilitiés.” 

The $5.1 billion veterans spend- 
ing request, the third highest cate- 
gory in the overall national ex- 
penditure, is $110-million lower 
than the estimated expenditure for 
the current fiscal year due to a 
decline in post-service readjust- 
ment participation. However, the 
estimated total for 1960 is $62.mil- 
lion more than 1958, 

Expenditures for education and 
training in 1960 are estimated to 
be $129 million below the 1959 
amount. The 1960 total includes 
$478 million for an average enroll- 
ment of 360,200 Korea veterans, $12 
million for 9000 war orphans, and a 
smaller amount for War II veter- 
ans. The Administration estimates 
about $10 million will ke needed 
in fiscal 1960 for vocational re- 
habilitation of 10,600 ex-service- 
men. 

Mr. Eisenhower also proposed 
that the maximum interest rate on 
GI home loans, now 4% percent, be 
pegged to the rate on Federal Hous- 
ing Administration loans, currently 
5% percent. He said this would 
encourage lenders to invest in 
mortgages for veterans.

The cadet corps at West Point 
will be 1700 men at the be- 
ginning and end of the year but 
will average 2300 during the year 
The graduation of one class before

WASHINGTON. President 
Eisenhower wants to spend $77 bil- 
lion to run the U.S. government in 
the year beginning next July 1. 

During that time he hopes to 
take in $77.1 billion from taxes 
and other revenues ahd get a bal- 
anced budget. 


He asked a raise in federal gaso- 
line tax from three to four-and-a- 
half cents a gallon. He also asked 
that the first class mail rates be 
raised to five cents (it was in- 
creased to four cents in the postal 
increases of 1958). 

It is very unlikely that Congress 
will increase stamp rates It is 
very unlikely that it will hold down 
spending in all other areas as the 
President asked. And so it is very 
unlikely that the budget will bal- 
ance. 

To help keep revenue up the 
President asked that corporation 
and excise taxes due to expire this 
year be continued. Personal in- 
come tax would be unchanged.

A SIGNIFICANT thing about 
the Defense budget this year is its 
organization. Instead of being 
listed by services, expenses are 
grouped under five headings cover-

Coupled with this was a presi- 
dential admonition to the Congress 
to streamline its appropriation pro- 
cedures. 

This is taken by some to be the 
start of a campaign to get military 
appropriation bills written by cate- 
gories rather than by services.

would give the Secretary of De- 
fense greater control over expen- 
ditures and strengthen the hand of 
Defense in running the armed 
forces. 


Once again the President called 
for a cut in money to help build 
and operate schools in areas where 
the population is swelled by fed- 
eral activity. The President is~ask- 
ing for $181 million in new spend- 
ing authority for this program, the 
same as he got in FY 1959, But he 
plans to spend $188 million, which 
is ten million less than in 1959. 

He said legislation would be pro- 
posed later to make local communi- 
ties pay more of the cost,

MILITARY RETIRED PAY is 
significantly high—significantly be- 
cause the cost has a bearing on the 
efforts of retired personnel to get 
their pay recomputed on the 1958 
Pay Act scales. Mr. Eisenhower 
made no mention of retired pay in 
his message and it appears he 
would not approve any such ad- 
dition to -his precartously balanced 
budget. 

Even if he gets the added taxes 
he asked for, which appears doubt- 
ful, Mr. Eisenhower would show 
Jess than a $100 million budget 
surplus, Since the military retired 
pay computation would cost an ex- 
tra $30 million alone, it.seems clear 
the President would resist it. 

An additional $5 million for re- 
tired pay in fiscal 1959 will be 
needed, bringing the total cost for 
that year to $645 million. For fiscal 
1960, the-cost will be $715 million. 

There will be 257,000 on the re- 
tired Tolls at the end of 1960—an 
ineredse of 24,000 over 1959 and 
of 42,000 over 1958.

PERSONNEL anticipating. duty 

at Fort Lewis can be reason- 
ably sure of securing adequate 
housing with little delay; for both 
the on-post and off-post situations 
are fair. 

There is a waiting period for 
all ranks below full colonel, but 
in most instances this wait igs 
offset by available and adequate 
rentals in the nearby towns of 
Tacoma, Lakewood, and Olym- 
pia. The Post Billeting Office 
maintains a list of available off- 
post housing, and the local mul- 
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tiple listing system among real- 
tors is also very helpful. 

There are 1259 permanent type 
enlisted quarters and 485 perma- 
nent type officers quarters at Fort 
Lewis. In addition, there are 691 
temporary quarters for’ enlisted 
personnel, but nearly 500 of these 
will be torn down as they are 
vacated to make room for new 
Capehart housing. There is no 
temporary housing for officers at 
the present time, due to the con- 
struction program in progress at 
Fort Lewis. Approval has been 
received for another 856 Capehart 
units to pfovide quarters for both 
officer and enlisted needs, 

+ + * 

WAITING PERIODS for per- 
manent housing for officers at this 
writing were as follows: Lieuten- 
ant colonels from five to seven 
weeks; major approximately seven 
months; and company grade of- 
ficers nine to 12 months, depen- 
dent upon the number of bedrooms 
required. 

Enlisted personnel should plan 
on the following schedule: a MSgt. 
E-8 can look for almost im- 
mediate housing while MSgt. E-7 
will have a wait of about two 
months. In some instances, need 
for multiple bedroom units will 
extend these periods slightly. 

Other non-commissioned officers 
will wait about six months for one 
and two bedroom units and from 
three to four months for larger 
units. Temporary enlisted quar- 
ters are generally available with- 
in three months, but this will vary 
as current temporary is . with- 
drawn as stated above: Criteria 
for listing is based on the time ap- 
plication for on-post housing is 
made; and standings are publish- 
ed quarterly. 

Lewis quarters are partially 
furnished to include ranges and 
refrigerator, but there is a short- 
age of drapery, rugs, and living 
room furniture.

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IN THE ARMY, it has even been necessary to 
créeafe a new kind of “specialist” in order that those 
who-are most important to the Army's success — 
the small unit combat leaders — can be paid as 
much as the “specialists” who support them. 

In this era of specialization, the Army is out 
of step. with the rest of the world. But it appar- 
ently doesn’t know this. It asks for a chance to 
compete with the other elements of our economy 

-4or specialists. It appeals to people to enlist to be 
specialists — to be missilemen, electronics tech- 
nicians, airplane mechanics; to volunteer for a 
specialized eourse of training or for assignment 
in a particular entry MOS in order to become a 
specialist in a limited field. 

And all the time, the Army wants not special- 
ists but “,eneralists,” mén who can learn more and 
more about more and more until finally they are 
able to survive on today’s battlefield using all the 
different kinds of equipment now being developed 
for. the soldier. 


eneralists’ Needed

It May not be true that the most effective 
soldiers come from the iarms and particularly small 
farms in mountain country. Yet this myth, if myth 
it is, is widely believed by combat veterans. I 
have mever seen any explanation of this. 

But I would suggest that there is a direct con-| 
nection between the requirement that a farmer, 
especially one from a “family-sized farm,” know 
how to do a great many things not directly related 
to raising crops or caring for animals, and the abil- 
ity of men from farms to be good field soldiers. 

The man who can repair a pump, milk a cow, 
paint a chicken house, drive a tractor, cut corn, 
live and work alone or nearly so, directing him- 
self to perform tasks without being told when, what, 
and how to do, must be a “generalist.” 

This is not to say that others besides men from 
small farms aren't good soldiers. They are. But 
like the small farmer, to be good soldiers, they must 
also be able to do mafy jobs and to do most of 
them well. 

In the light of this, one would think that at least 
in the Army, an all-out effort would be made to 
find, encourage and develop men capable of being 
experts in many fields. Yet the Army makes its 
appeal to those who want the security of specializa- 
tion. 

The Army officer, traditionally, is not expected 
to be a technician. He is supposed to have suffi- 
cient knowledge in a variety of fields to be able to 
command — to be an administrator and an execu 
tive. He is a “generalist” ideally, and if success- 
ful becomes a general. 

This traditional officer career pattern has been 
breeched. Today Army officers are increasingly 
required to be specialists — in R&D, in logistics, 
in information, in intelligence. The Army pays to 
educate them in civilian schools in a variety of 
special fields. 

There is no doubt that at all levels from special- 
ist five to colonel (and even higher) there is a need 
for men with specialized knowledge. But there 
is a greater need, in the Army, at least, for large 
numbers of men, at all levels, with much general 
knowledge. 

Men exist to whom any career which offers them 
not narrow limits but wide scope is attractive. 
These men, it seems to me, are the type the Army 
needs.

YES, BUT what about the long 
flights which will come later? It 
is going to take 260 days to get to 
Mars. Surely food pills will be 
needed for such a trip, I was told 
recently. Well, now for a few 
figures. A grown man needs the 
following per 24-hours: 242 pounds 
of food (carbohydrates and_ pro- 
teins), 4 or 4% pounds of liquids 
to drink and 3 pounds of oxygen to 
breathe. . The -supplies per man 
per day then weigh just about 10 
pounds. Or, by simple arithmetic, 
a man would need 2600 pounds of 
food, drink and oxygen to get to 
Mars, Or, if you have a five-man 
crew, the crew will need 13,000 
pounds or 6% tons. 

That these figures are much 
smaller than one would expect is 
due to several factors. People 
usually overestimate the amount of 





oxygen required, largely because 


one never has any reason to think 
about the weight of the air 
breathed. The weight of. food is 
also overestimated most of the 
time, but for another reason. A 
fresh steak as it comes from the 
butcher shop still contains much 
that cannot be eaten—the bone and 
the fat. If you call “food” only 
what is actually consumed the 
figure of 2% pounds is adequate.

THE CASE against the food pills 
is as simple as possible. -If you 
say, just for the sake of argument, 
that the 2% pounds of food consist 
of one pound of proteins and 1% 
pounds of carbohydrates you real- 
ly have the answer. Those 1% 
pounds of carbohydrates are 1% 
pounds and that’s that. You can- 
not condense them to a lesser 
weight. You can, if you please, 
divide the 1% pounds of carbo- 
hydrates tp into 96 quarter-ounce

HOLLYWOOD One of the longest and quiet 
est feuds in show business ended officially this week 
when Ed Wynn was guest star on Milton Berle’s 
NBC show. It’s not only the first time these two 
comics have worked together. , Until last fall they 
hadn’t even spoken to each other for over 30 years. 

Now that’ the two funnymen have buried the 
hatchet, neither of them cares to discuss in—any 
detail how their cold war got started. It’s probably 
just as well. That kind of discussion could set off 
another feud over what started the first one. 

I certainly don’t want to be the one to foul up 
the truce, yet I think a little daylight should be 
shed on the subject.

IT’S NO SECRET that Berle always considered 
coniedy material and devices in the public domain, 
no matter whose they were.

This was where he ran head-on into Ed Wynn,

GROWING FOOD while under- 
way is a definite possibility and 
some preliminary research is be- 
ing done along this line: “What 
it boils down to is this: the man 
in the ship inhales oxygen and 
gives, off .carbon dioxide which 
must be neutralizéd in some way. 
The most efficient way of neutral- 
izing it is to have it used up, some- 
thing any grewing plant will be 
happy to do.

Hence the scientists look 
at these algae mostly from the 
point of view of which one pro- 
duces the largest amount of oxy- 
gen in the shortest time. But algae 
are, by definition, edible and since 
they multiply while’ using up -the 
carbon dioxide there is a potential 
food source. Though edible; the 
taste may be awful, and the next 
problem is to develop a strain that 
has a pleasing taste:

EW-car sales this year are like- 
ly to return close to the 1957 
level of six million (including im- 
ports) after a sharp drop of 46 
million in 1958, George P, Hitch- 
ings, Ford Motor Company econo- 
mist has forecast. The sales rate 
in November and December had 
already recovered most of the 
ground lost in the ’58 recession. 

These sharp changes in the auto 
market reflected general business 
recession and recovery at a time 
when consumers were adequately 
stocked with cars in the younger- 
age groups. Many consumers post- 
pone trading in their existing cars 
when their buying power is re- 
duced or when they fear that it 
might be reduced. 

New-car purchases represent a 
sizeable financial commitment 
which can be postponed for at least 
a year or more.

bag ween is every evidence that this year will be another exciting year in the automobile. 
business. A fundamental change in the market ‘has taken place that will 
more sharply in ’59 than in 1958, when it received its greatest impetus, 


George Romney, president of Amer- 
ican Motors’ Corporation. 

The total U.S, automobile market 
should be up importantly in 1959, 
but, since 1958 demonstrated so 
forcibly that consumers need and 
want smart, functional and more 
modern transportation, the greatest 
growth by far will be in the small 
and compact car areas, Romney 
‘says. The market for small and 
compact cars should be 1,000,000 
vehicles or more this year, as com- 
pared to approximately 600,000 in 
1958, he predicted. 

Total sales of U.S.-built and im- 
ported passenger cars should be 
more than 6,000,000 barring three 
things: (1) crippling strikes, par- 
ticularly in the plants of key sup- 
pliers such as steel or rubber;; (2) 
excessive monetary and credit con- 
trol as a substitute for needed 
action on the fundamental causes 
of the wage-price spiral, or (3) ad- 
verse international developments. 
- - . * 

THE THIRD great revolution in 
product concept in thé history of 
the automobile industry—the 
marked trend away from longer, 
wider, more powerful cars—really 
began to be generally evident in 
1958. Not only did this result in 
continuing record sales of foreign- 
built small cars, but also a widely 
expanded market for compact cars. 

The first great revolution in the 
industry was when Henry Ford Sr. 
built cars for the masses, with the 
famous Model T. So great was this 

change that in 1924 Ford captured 
wnore than 62 percent of the total 
market —a feat unequaled before 
or since, 

The second revolution came 
when General Motors in partic- 
ular began to put competitive 
emphasis on size and luxury. The 
Standards of many American 
families had risen sufficiently to 
permit the purchase of cars with 
more room, more style, more fea- 
tures and more power. This con- 
cept helped build for GM a pre- 
eminent position and gave them 
50 percent or more of the total 
market, 

The third revolution developed 
when the maximum in car size and 
horsepower was reached, not only 
by GM, but by its major competi- 
tors. At the same time that their 
cars reflected excessive emphasis 
on size and power, important 
changes in car use were taking 
place throughout America. 

With the rapid growth of 
suburbs, increased traffic conges- 
tion and intensification of the park- 
ing problem, more and more people 
began to demand cars for personal 
mobility. And with more members 
of the family needing cars of their 
own, functionalism began to take on 
more importance. 


In each of these three revolu- 
tions, an understanding of con- 
sumer needs was the dominant 
force. A surge of buyer response 
resulted when vehicles were devel- 
oped that met the basic new need.

THIS REVOLUTIONARY trend 
will continue in successive years 
beyond 1959 until by sometime be- 
fore the end of the 1960’s, more 
than half of all cars sold in this 
ountry will be small or compact.

There are many reasons for these 
pronounced trends in the 
American automobile market, Rom- 
ney states. He says the most im- 
portant reason is that car buyers 
are coming to realize that they get 
more basic value in a modern com- 
pact car.

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Emphasizing a Characteristic Can 
Summarize Essentials of Picture 


By JACOB DESCHIN 


fel wie. and experimental 
photographers have much 
in common. They seek the 
characteristic in a subject and 
emphasize it, exaggerate, or 
even distort it beyond recognition 
so as to convey an impression 
rather than a simple record. 

There was a good deal of this 
attitude in Prof. Dr, Otto Steinert’s 
“Subjektive Fotografie 3” exhibit 
at the Cologne exhibition last Oc- 
tober, one amusing result in an 
otherwise very serious show being 
Georg Viollon’s picture reproduced 
here. 

When the photographer spotted 
the bird thus at rest, with its 
various features in astonishing 
symmetry, he quickly realized that 
here was the essence of the bird’s 
personality. The picture is both 
funny and a synthesis that gets its 
point (no pun intended) across at 
a glance. 

The beak is the thing. What a 
beak! the photographer must 
have exclaimed. What a beak! 
responds the observer. 

In similar but often in less rep- 
resentational fashion, the photog- 
rapher has reacted to many other 
subjects in which some aspect or 
feature seems to monopolize atten 
tion and dominates everything else 
The painter can and does (witness 
the often baffling results in mod 
ern art) achieve his interpretation 
by a free use of the brush and 
his imagination. 

The photographer usually has re- 
course to the abstract, picking out 
a detail, mass or outline and 
through design, or the blur tech 
nique (especially effective in color) 
or light patterns, etc., he produces 
within the limits of the camera 
medium a photographic interpre 
tation that can be more striking 
and sometimes even more informa 
tive than the straight record of 
the thing as it is 

The approach is worth any 
imaginative photographer’s  ef- 
fort to develop as an exercise in 
seeing. By making a habit of 
looking for the revealing element 
that seems to say everything 
about the subject, a photographer 
can learn in time to spot these 
signs quickly, 

The resulting pictures may, but 
need not be, abstractions; they can 
also be realistic pictures, as in 
Viollon’s case, but with a _ twist 
that makes all subjects look 
original, as if seen and appreciated 
for the first time, and no matter 
how many times the subject has 
been photographed before 

This is in fact one of the chief 
reasons why some photographers 
are more successful on the average 
than others

The great numbers of our

space. Where will a hunting 
favorite gaming grounds by 1965? 


It appears the shooting preserve, 
both military and civilian, private 
and publicly

During the 
past three years ' 
the number of 
ourshooting 
preserves have 
taken a some- 
what astouding 
leap of 60 per- 
cent. At the ; 
close of the 
1954-55 hunting ASKING 
season we had 756 such grounds 
scattered thinly over 22 states. To- 
day we have 1200 located in 38 
states. 

What’s maybe even more to the 
point is that last year more than 
twice as many .game birds were 
killed over these preserves. The 
Sporting Arms and Ammunition 
Manufacturers Institute tells me 
that last season a total of 772,723 
pheasants, quail, ducks, Chukar 
partridge and other species were 
bagged on our 1200 game preserves. 

The shooting preserve isn’t a 
new thing. We’ve had ’em for a 
good many years. Hot spot has al- 
ways been New York state. 
Preserves have existed on Long 
Island and along the Hudson above 
the city for many years. These were 
private shooting grounds and were 
out of pocketbook reach of the 
average wingshot. Now a new era 
has dawned. 

Although private preserves have 
shown a_ steady increase in 
numbers since 1955 (from 620 to

1954-55, nationwide, 

Deep in the heart of Dixie, down 
Georgia way, some 10 times as many 
quail were brought to bag last 
season as during the ’54-55 hunt- 


ing time, when a total of 26,500 
birds fell. Last season, on all 
preserves, public and private, we 


killed 151,119 quail. 


Interestingly, mallard ducks were 
third in preserve popularity.

WHEN SHOOTING _ uplands 
game, hunters ordinarily reserve 
an entire day or an afternoon for 
their shooting. The preserve man- 
ager then goes out ahead of the 
guns by some two or three hours 
and “seeds” the shooting grounds. 
These grounds run to several hun- 
dred acres so that the seeding is 
pretty well scattered, 
Shooters pay only for the game 
brought to bag. On pheasant this 
usually runs some five or six dol- 


Most of the new statutes specify 
that the game released must run 
about 10 percent over that killed. 
The state hopes in this way to be 
continually building up a stock of 
birds at the expense of the preserve, 
for a great many of the released 
birds escape to nearly farms.

WHAT IS EQUALLY important 
is that shooting seasons on the 
private preserves are about twice 
to three times as long as on those 
lands not designated as shooting 
preserves and holding only native 
wild game. This means the shoot- 
ing-starved sportsman can gun deep 
into the spring.

When anything gets to be very 
complex—as the current efficiency 
reports” —let’s get back to the 
basic. If an officer is not perform- 
ing properly, then disciplinary ac- 
tien should be taken. He should 
not be permitted to mar the Army. 

It can also be considered that an 


he does as he is advised and effec- 
tively. uses his many facilities. 
There must be “cause” against an 
officer for disciplinary action 
against him. 

What, then, is the answer? Per- 
iodically I would have each senior 
officer rate his junior. The rating 
would consist only of one typewrit- 
ten page. The rater would, in his 
own words, tell the pro and con 
(in his opinion) of the rated offi- 
cer. 

The major commander (division, 
post, camp, station) with the aid 
of a trained specialist would in- 
terpret the reports. In this man- 
ner, the commander (and the 
Army) would have a complete pic- 
ture of each rater and rated of- 
ficer. 

The rated officer should be given 
the opportunity to read his report 
and to reply (not over one page) if 
he desires.

Senate Gets 
GI Rights Bill 


WASHINGTON. — Sen. Thomas 
Kuchel (R., Calif.) last week be- 
came the first legislator in the up- 
per house to introduce a peace- 
time GI school aid proposal. More 
than 10 bills affecting post-Korea 
ex-GIs have been introduced in the 
House. 

The Kuchel proposal asks solely 
for schooling benefits for peace- 
time veterans—those who entered 
the Armed Forces after 31 Jan. 
1955, the Korea Bill cutoff date. 

The California lawmaker’s pro- 
posal, S-270, stipulates that the gov- 
ernment give school assistance fo 
peacetime soldiers as long as cem 
pulsory military service laws are 
in operation. 

Payments under the bill would 
be the same as those made to Korea 
veterans—$110 monthly for single 





ex-GIs, $135 monthly for those 
with one dependent, and $160 
monthly for ex-servicemen with
